taey may be made apt Remedies tor conſerving the 
acalta of men, aild expelling their diſeaſes. And in 
like manner Herbs. and other ſuch things {0 mort;- 
hed, eſpecially, if a legitimate preparation of

Bur Remedies Spagyrically prepared, undeſer- 
vedly (ufter this Reproach , ſince it ſich a thing by 
the ufe of them ſhould chance to happen, it is not 
ſo much to be imputed to the Remedies, as to the 
Artificers that prepared them, or to the Pliyſicians 
thatexhibited them. Por it is very well known 
hoy greac a number there are, wao 'unworthily ap- 
proaci to this moſt novle Art, and having learned, 
or ſ1ppoſedly found the uſe of this Science from 
Books only, and not from thzir «vToiax, or pro- 
per experience, unadviſedly prepare S:ibium or Hy- 
dr:rpyry, and fo prepared, are not afraid to exhivit 
Tn myardly, either for conſerving tn? health of 
Man, or for reftoring tne ſame when decayed. 
With ſuch precipicates of Chymiſts, it 15 10 wonder 
rf they that uſe them de precipirted into tie Grave, 
If ſome improvident and prodigal of their own 
health follow after their Mercurys of life, they 
follow not life, but death, whica tney ſometimes 
dny ata very great rate, 

Then the blame of ſo grievois accidents, doti 
not ſeldom redound to thoſe alſo who adminiſter 
the ſaid Medicaments, ſome of whom never ſaw 
the legitimate uſe of them z otters of rnem are 
plainly unlearned,ſtupid, and ignorant of tie waole 
method of Galez and Hyppecrates : $!c2 are like to 
Jews #dd Patricides, whoſe Religion is no other 
t2an after the manner of Ti1eyes, to ſpore t2em-

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ſelves in others ruine. For like reaſon, the ſame *\

may be of excellent uſe, if well prepared, and me- 
todically adhibited, 

There 1s no reaſon therefore , that learned and 
prudent Phyſicians ſhould abſtain any longer from 
the uſe of Chymical Remedies, fince, if they be 
confe&ted by expert Artiſts (among whom in 
France, Nicholas Bonne 1s famo!'s, ine Apothecary of 
the moſt iHuſtrions Due of Bullion 11 Arce Sedanen- 

| fi, who hath a ſhop compleatly furniſhed with molt 
choice Remedies, as well Galenical as Spagyrical, 
eſpecially Treacles, »0:ththe common and eflenſi« 
fied, according to the Rulzs of Qaercetanus, molt 
exquiſitely'and faithfully prepared ;) all malignity, 
if any be in their nature,is removed by the benefic 
of Vulcan ; ſo as it is umpollidle, if tazy be metho= 
dically uſed, taat they (ſhould either deſtroy the na- 
tive heat and Spirits, (the individual guards of the 
Soul) or infer on the principal parts a deprayed 
diſpofition. 

And thus hitherto is ſhowng, how under a falſe

Excrements ſecluded by :.arure after many Codti- 
ons nouriſh all the members of our bodies. Sooner 
doth the water or Balſom of Cinnamon . in ſwoun= 
ings refreſh the Spirits, than the Cinnamon whole. 
Eikewiſe fome drops of O1l of Aniſe are more ef- 
ficacious, than whole Ounces of the ſame urprepa- 
red. Bat the yulgar mind deſpiſeth all preparati- 
ons, and had rather nſe things whole, than diflol- 
ved to theit principles z wherefore he adhibits 
Medicings partly not ſufficient or convenient ; 
whence it often happens, thac the ſick having de- 
youred the nexio11s,excrementirious, and venomous 
parts together, with the ſalubrious and profitable, 
the Diſeaſe being overcome, they are ſoon after at- 
fiicted with ſymproms more grieyous , and more. 
gangero!s thanthe diſeaſe it ſelf, C More- 
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Moreover, who knows not that Chymical wa- 
ters retain the intire odaurzand taſte of Vegetables, 
but the vulgar waters are no other than unprofitable 
phlegm, and waters ealily putreſying ; and thoſe 
will Cure many years, but theſe ſcarcely a Moneth 
ortwo. And as the vulgar waters of Pharmco-

ces of Chymiſts and Magiſterys by them confeCted, 
as alſo TinAures of Gold made without Corrofives, 
eaſily d.ſfolved in any Liquor ; theſe ſo diſſolved, 
being admicrted into the body, renew decayed 
{trevgth, and reſtore to priſtine vigour. Alſo vul- 
22r Medicaments in Chronical diſeaſes, ſeldom 

roduce the defired effes z being only taken from 

egetadles, with which they are. unable totally tv 
extirpate , and pluck up the ſetled Reots of con- 
tumacious aftets, But Chymical Remedies, eſpe- 
cially thoſe prepared of Metals and Minerals,being 
of more porent force, and of great efficacy, do 
throvghly cure Diſtempers vulgarly ancureable, as 
the epilepſie, leprofia,quartane fever gout, Drophiee, 
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ſantly, ſpeedily, and ſafely. We therefore thonoht 
what we have done, not impertinent to our PUF-

tz, Mercury, Sulphur, and Salt: and in this part 
follows Arifocle, of the third Heaven, Text G1, 
Which ;place Peter Remus in the Acroamatick. 
Schools, doth over ſtrenuouſly oppoſe againſt the 
above alledged principles of the Phyloſopher z

Whar by them is to Mercury, Sulphur, and Salt, it 
be undcrſtood. is not to be underſtood that

It 1s made of che 
Element of Air, and Water : and indeed to the 
fir(i, as far as it is altered by approaching hea: yit va- 
niſhes intoair ; but as to tae other, ſo far as it'is

Sulphur is a ſweet , oleagi- 
Sulphur; nous, and yiſcid Balſom, con- 
ſervins the native heat of the 
parts , the inſtrument of all vegetation, increaſe, 
© ant] tranſmntation, and the fountain, and original of 
a! odours grateful and ingratefal. Ir is atſimilated 
to fire, by reaſon of the flame which it eafily con- 
ceives, asall other refinous and oleaginous things. 
And this peculiar property

phur: tying and conglutinating - Cx» 
trcam COArarys. . = > 
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For as you can never make tenacious Luting of 
water and ſand, nnleſs with them you commix 
Calx, or other glutmous matter : ſo neither can 
volatile Mercury, and fixed Salt be tenaciouſly uni« 
ted into one ſubſtance, unleſs by the hond and copu- 
lation of Sulphur, which participates of either prin- 
ciple. It contemperates the dryneſs of Salt, and 
Liquidity of Mercury, by its own viſcoſny ; the 
denſity of Salt, and the permeadility of Mercury 
by its own ſoft fluidneſs, and the ditterneſs of Salt, 
and ſharpneſs of Mercury, by its own ſweet- 
neſs. 

Salt is a dry body, ſaline, and 
defending mixt things from pu- = Salt, 
trefation, 15 endowed with 
wonderful faculties of diflolving, coagulating, 
cleanſing, and evacuating; and from it 1s every 
ſolidity, determination, taſte, and other infinite 
virtues.

Althogh this might be proved by weighty reaſons, 
yet ocular and eyident -inſpe&tion doth far exceed 
all theſe. Therefore, by examples taken from the 
yarions kind of mixt things, we ſhall, for the bene- 
fit of young Beginners , delucidace every thing. 
We will firſt begin with green Woods, which if you 
burn, thete will come forth a certain Waterineſs, 
which is plamly unapt for taking flame yz and if ga- 
thered when converted into fume, it 1s reſolved ea»

Jn like manner from Linſeed 
we draw Oil dy exprefſion ; Water by ſeparation 
from the Oil ; and Salt from the remaining feces, 
by extration. By like reaſon from Clovesa moſt 
famous Mercuril water, a moſt excellent Sulphn. 
reous Oil,” and from the feces a Salt is extracted. 
So Nitre is divided into aquoſiry, fatneſs, and 
Salt. No otherwiſe of Sea Salt do we produce 
Mercury yAuwTimgov , that is, bitter-ſweet ;

Corrohon 1s a Calcination of the body by things 
corroſive. This is done divers ways, bat eſpecial- 
ly by four, viz. by Amalgamation, Precipitation, 
Stratification, and Fumigation. 

Amalgamation 1s the corrofi- 
on of a Metal by Mercury. And Amalgamaton, 
this is done when a Metal filed 
ſmall, or beat out into very thin plates, is com- 
mixed with eignt parts of Mercury, or eight times 
its own weight of F, that it maybe a Maſgsevery 
where like unto it (and be as one body) for diffol- 
ving the unity of that Metal : for the Hydrargyry 
being evaporated oyer a fire, the Metal is left like 
unto a thin Calx. 

Precipitation 1s a corroſion 
by ſtrong and corrofhve Wa- Precipitation. 
ters, and that is done when 
bodies are emerged in corrofive Liquor, anl afcer- 
ward being corroded or diſſolved, either by ab- 
ſtraction of the Water, or ſome other way, they are 
repercufled into a Calx. 

Stratification 1s a corrohon 
by corroſive powders. Strarifheation, 

It is thus made, viz. when a 
crucible or other convenient Earthen veſlel is fill- 
ed with thin plates of Metal and corrclive powders, 
making $, S.S. or lay upon lay, thus; firſt put 
ſqme of the corroſive powder in the bottom of the 
crucible, then lay in the thin plates of the Merallick 
body, upon wiich ſtrew more of the powder, then 
again lay in more of the plates, and ſo go on 
till che veflel be full.

Others 
alſo diftil taem by alhes ; where chere 15 need of the 
oreatelt Caution and circamipection, leaſt the di- 
{tilled Liquor ve infected with an Empyreama, And 
there are others, wo for licie of gain, more than 
intending the health ut Men, take the Roſes whole 
as they are gatnercd, wita a great quantity of water, 
and diſti]l them by a Braſs Yeſhica : and from tairty 
poun1 of Rolex, they extract a hundred pound of 
ſaleadle watery having an indifterent good odour, 
Others diftil tne flowers bruiſed by gentle heart of 
Bain. without any Aenſtraum, or at mot, only ſo 
much as will ſerve to muiſten tzem : and for the 
more expeditious procuring of a cooling virtue, in 
one diſtillation they firſt moitten rem, either with 
common wa'er, or old Roſe-water;z or elſe for 
enduring a fragrant and comiorting virtne , they 
uſe more infahons 11 diſtilled water, Which way, 
we follow in preparing itz only diſtinguiſhing be- 
tween tne white, and the fl2th coloured. For from 
them, that the greater cooling virtue may be 05- 
tained; we beat them in a Marole Mortar, having 
fictt moiſtned them with a little Rain ater, then 
with a Preſs, expreſs the juice, and ſodiftil ic, Tac 
fleſh coloared, druiſed, without any moiſtning, are 
put znto a grearglals veſlel fetin a Cellar ; and af- 
ter three days, the juice 1s expreft and diſtilled. 
This 1s tne molt fragrant water, and will keep the 
iragraucy of its 040ur many years. Some upon the 
prellings of theſe, pour clean and pare water, and fo 
macerated for eight days, toey diſtil ir either in 
Baln. or a dtals Velica ; and this water ſo d ſtifled 
In virtue and efhcacy, 1s not inferior © the come 
mon vendile Roſt-water.

Take Roſes gathered in a ſerene time, when they 
are wholly deſtitute of any dewy moiſture ; beat 
theſe moſt accurately, and put them in a glals Cu- 
curbit, which afterward being firmly cloſed, place 
10 a Cellar. As (on as the Matter (eems to\ ſmell 
of any acidity, take of the (ſame bruiſed flowers, 
waat quantity you pleaſe, and thence diſtil a Liquor 
per Baln, the water thence extracted, pour upon ano- 
ther part of the Roſes; and again diſt1l it after the 
ſame manner , proceeding until all the quancity of 
termented Roſes hath paſſed by Alemveck ; the fe- 
ces, Which are wont to remain in the bottom, being 
every time ſeparated. Afﬀteriyard, all the water 
drawn from the Roſes, diſtil by Baln. and abſtra&t 
adout a twelfth part atleaſt, and it if you pleaſe 
reAifie. So will you have a moſt grateful, and moſt 
odoriferous water 3 and which will as readily take 
flame, as Spirit of wine.

petite, and excellently tingeth juices of Roles, V10- 
lets, and ocher flowers. 
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Spirit of Nitre, 


Nitre -or Salr-peter muſt be mixed with three 
parts of common Bolxs, and diſtilled by Retorr, tae 
pace of ten or twelve hours. Of one pound of Salt- 
peter, you may have a pound of Spirit, if you rigat- 
ly operate. 

This Spirit 1s the true Balſamick fire of nature, 
and in th? Cnolick, Pleurike, .and Quinſey, is 
yery denthcial. 


Burning Syirt of Saturn. 


Caix of Saturn or M:nium, is infaſed in diſtilled 
Vinegar, or elſe the phlegm thereof : afterward it 
isdigeſted for one day nacural, being often ſtirred, 
that zt Chryltallize not in the bottom of the veſſel, 
the Menſtrymmn is poiwred off, and other Menſtrumm 
poured on, until all the Salrneſs be abſtracted. The 
evacuations are hjtred, and two parts or thereabout 
vapoured aways the third remaining part ſet in a 
cold place to Cnrylitallize ; the Cryſtals are fſe- 
parates, and a:flulved um freih Vinega: ; filtred, 
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and often as above coagulated, untill they be ſuffici- 
ently impregnated witi the Salt of Vinegar, Armo-» 
niack , as with proper ferment. They are di- 
geſted tor a Moneth with ſuch heat in Baln. as they 
may continually be re{olved, like Oil into Liquor. 
Afrerward they are diſtilled by Retorc in ſand, obe 
ſerving degrees of fire, into a large capacious Re- 
ceiver annexed ; Which if not very exactly lited on 
with th2 Retort, ſo great a fragrancy (filling the 
whole Laboratory) will be loſt, as I doubt nor but 
if the odours of all odorate Vegeradles were gathe- 
red together , and maxed, it would far exceed 
them. After diſtillation, when all 1s cooled, you 
will find a Capurt-mortuun very black, and ofno va- 
'Iue. From the Liquor come forth you ſhall ſepa- 
rate a yellow Oil ſupernatant z andan Oil Red 
as bloud ſetling to the bottom. The phlegm by 
reiterated diſtillations, deing ſeparated from the 
burning water, yo1 ſhall kezp the moſt fragrant ſpi- 
rit of Saturn, as a moſt precious Balſom for yarious 
diſeaſes, profitably to be exhidited, as well inter- 
nally,as externally. 

Moreover, a fragrant Spirit of this kind may hy 
Caymical Art de extracted, not from Saturn only, 
but alſo from all other Metals, by mediation of-thar 
viſcoas Mineral water, which, by the benefit of 
Vulcan only, without the addition of any extraneons 
thing, in a moſt ſhort ſpace oftime is prepared.

This 
molt ancient MHinera, Pliny calls the continent of 
eter nal Liquor. 

Like unto this is found in /dria, a Village of the 
County of Goritz in Slavonia, But the Spaniſh ex- 
cels in goodneſs, although [:rjia be more ferrile. 
But there is one thing remarkable, and worthy of 
admiration, viz, that although the bordering 
Towns and people of /dria, are almoſt eyery year 
aMicted with a Peſtiferous Lve:, yet: from this evil 
they ſometimes are wont to be wholly free, which 
(I going to that place abut eight years ſince) was 
confirmed to me by the people, thata certain man 
of a very great age had obſerved it ſo in himſelf, and 
had received like Information from his Ancettors. 
From whence, as well as from other innumerable 
examples, it 1s fou1d tha: Mercury is an Alexiphar- 
»4con againſt all corruption, and putrefation. Al- 
ſo no leſs ſtupendious, and nigh to a prodigy, 1s that 
which I there noted : There was a decrepit Old 
man, who, having ſp2nt the whole time of his Life 
Nn preparing cinnabar, did perpecually tremble ; 
and he did fo dealbate gold coin, by compreſſing it 
m his hand, as the native colour thereof did wholly 
diſappear. 

There js alſo other Mercury found in the Moun- 
tain called Gimnavoda, fix miles diſtant from Cra- 
covia 1N Poland, berween Tarnava, Ribie » and Stre- 
leizky, which at certain times of the year breaks oat 
on the ſuperficies of the earth, eſpecially in the Au- 
tumnal quarter, Yet abo'lt the Fealt of Jobn Bap- 
tift, ] there gathered many grains like Peaſe in the 
roots of green tings.

Of the Quinieſſence of humane Blogd, 


HE denomination of Quinteflence , 1s 
varionſly taken, Sometimes it fignifies 
any Chymical Species, which hath. put off | 
the Elementary grofſeneſs of matter, and 
corpulent feces : and is oppoſed toa Magiſtery, in 
which almoſt the whole bulk of its ſubRance re» 
mains, only it 1s exalted, and purifyed. Sometimes 
alſo, as we here take it, it denotes an £#thereal, 
Celeſtial, and moſt ſubtile ſubſtance; taken from 
the three principles of any mixt bady diſſolved, 
freed by various Chymical Operations from their 
Elementary, Senfible, Corruptible , and Mortal 
: QUT» , -.-. 
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quality, and coagulated either into one fpiritual 
- þody, ora corporeal ſpirit. It 1s by ſome called 
Medicine, KT" ifoxhv 3 that is, by reaſon of its e- 
minency. By others Elixir, by reaſon of thoſe fa 
mous virtues, it exerciſeth in preſeryation of the k, 
humane body, from ſundry diſeaſes. By others, | | 
Heaven, for a double reaſon ; Firſt, becauſe, as 2 
Heaven confifts not of the four Elements, hurt is 
made of a certain X:hereal matter, and as it were 
a fift Element z and is not obnoxious to corrupti- 
on ; ſo alſo the true Quinteſlence is ſeparated from 
all feces of Elements, and although it be not plain- 
ly incorruptidle, yet it is rednced to that ſuoti- 
lity, tenuity, and ſpiritual amplicity, that it ſeems 
to contain in it ſelf nothing of heterogen2ity, by 
which it ſhould be corrupted. Second!y, becauſe, 
as Heaven powerfully acts on theſe ſublunary things, 
contributing Life to all, and conſerving them : ſo 
alſo this Quinteſſence conſerves the healch of the 
humane body, prolongs youth, retards Age, and 
expelleth every diſeaſe. 
The Quinteflence of humane bloud, is in this 
manner prepared. Re. A great quantity of the 
bloud of ſound men in the flower of cheir Age, Pur 
it in Circulatory veſlels of a convenient magnitude, 
which place in B. AC. continually boiling until the 
Dragon ſhall have devoured his own tail. The veſlels 
cooled, take out thematrer, which will be like Li- 
ver, and cut it to pieces very ſmal. And in high 
Cucurbits, with the ſame heat of Baln. by diſtilla- 
tion ſeparate the aqueous element or phlegm. The 
diſtilled Liquor repour upon its earth, and (et it in 
the former circulatory veſſels, in a boiling Baln. for 
ten days as before. Repeating the ſame proceſs five 
times z and the laſt time keep all the diſtilled 
ple, 
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phlegm. The veſſels being cooled, take out the 


matters and put it into a large Retort, zpplying as 
t 


capacious Receiver; in aſhes diſtil off the air by 
fire gradually encreaſed, The fmal and thin clouds 
in the recipient diſſolving, intend the fire ſo, as the 
Element of fire mayalſo come forth in form of Red 
or Purple oil. Toward the end a little Salt armoni- 
ack will ſublime it ſelf. The veſſels being cold, ſe- 
parate the air or ſpirit from the fire or oil; either by 
gentle diſtillation in Bain. or by a Separatory. The 
lpirit with the Salt armoniack, again pour upon the 
feces, digeſt them for three days, then 5y a new Re- 
rort diftil off the ſpirit, toward the end giving fire 
apt for ſu5Limation, that the whole ſpiritual ſalt, or 
at leaſt the greater part thereof may be ſublimed, 
and mixed with the ſpirit in the Receptory. Agam 
pour new ſpirit upon the feces, digeſt and diſtil as 
adove 3 ſo often, as uncil the earth be deprived of 
ics ſoul ; which you ſhall know, if when put upon 2 
burning plate, it tame not. * 

Note, That before the ſpirit be animated, at muſt 
be ſeven times reQifyed, eyery time ſeparating the 
phlegm arid feces : arid part thereof reſerved for 
prong the diflolyent, as afterward ſhall be ſp0#

Calcine the black blacker than black in a revere 
beratory fornace with moderate fire, in a veſſeTeve- 
ry where cloſed, for the ſpace of five days, until the 
dfackneſs be turned to a yellowiſh wiiteneſs,and ſo 
ito a red colour. Then will the earth be apt for re- 
cerving its animate ſpirit. Digeſt it by Baln. as lon 
as ſhall be ſufhcient, afcerward by gentle diftillation

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\ eighth part of che animate ſpirit ; afterward the ſe- 
venth, the ſixth,the fifth,the fourth part; ſo long witk 
the fourth part imbibing it as til-the earth be encrex> 
ſed to douvle of its own we1gir, before imbibitiorr. 
And this is what Avicen ſaith, know, that the earth 
muſt be nouriſhed , firſt with a little of its own 
watery and afterward with more, ag is ſeen in edu- 
cation of Infants. Therefore often grind the carth, 
and leiſurely imbi® the ſame, from eight days to 
eight days. Decoct it, and afterward moderately 
calcine it in fire. And let not this Labour ſeem te- 
dious to thee, in ſo many reiterations ; for the earth 
brings not forth fruit, without frequent moiſtnings. 
Yet be wary leaſt you coo haſtily imbibe the earch, 
but do it leiſurely, by little, and a little, and with 
long contrition afcec the earth is dryed. Wherefore 
in this the weight 1s diligently to be obſerved, viz. 
leaſt too much dryneſs or ſuperfluous hurudity cor-
